A Norwegian Branch of the Can¬ 
adian Red Cross has been established 
in Eastern Canada and is function- 
ing in behalf of our Norwegian air- 
men at “Little Norway,” and in be¬ 
half of the Norwegian men of the 
Navy and the Merchant Marine. 

From this office, Norwegian 
Branch of the Canadian Red Cross, 
Room 624, Dominion Square Bldg., 
Montreal, P. Q., wool yarn for knit- 
ting may be secured on Red Cross 
terms by societies or organizations 
that wish to contribute in this way 
to the comfort and efficiency of the 
men in the Norwegian Service. 

According to information received, 
the men of the Navy need: Socks 
heavy), mitts, scarves, square neck 
sleeveless sweaters (heavy), turtle 
neck sweaters, and knitted caps. 

The Air Force needs: Socks 
(heavy), socks .(light), scarves, 
sleeveless V neck sweaters (heavy), 
and knitted caps. All made in ac- 
cordance with directions found in 
the Red Cross Book of Instructions, 
the correct colors also being indicat- 
ed in these directions. 

From a letter just received from 
Mrs. Madeleine L. Steen, president, 
we quote: “At present we are knit- 
ting for the Air Force black woolen 
socks, black woolen gloves, and heavy 
Air Force blue turtle neck sweaters 
with long sleeves; for the Navy, 
large navy blue scarves, helmets, 
and grey socks. We would also be 
most grateful to have quilts, either 
of wool or other material, to send to 
our Convalescent Home, ‘Kongshaug’ 
at Chester, N. S. We are making up- 
on request from Toronto 2,000 field 
bandages. We are the only organi- 
zation, as far as we know, in Can¬ 
ada, who are able to make these 
bandages for our men and it gives 
us great satisfaction to do this. Be- 
sides this, we are making sheets, pil- 
low cases, pyjamas and quilts for 
‘Kongshaug.’ We are also sending to 
England for the Air Force 100 pairs 
of black socks, 100 pairs pyjamas, 
and as many handkerchiefs as are 
given us and we can afford to buy. 
In addition we hope to send from 
this Branch 1100 Christmas pack- 
ages of which 900 will go to our 
seanien, 100 to the Royal Navy at 
Lunenburg, and 100 to Kongshaug.” 

So far Mrs. Steen. Here is a call 
to service for the women of our Can¬ 
ada District. Shall we show in a 
practical way by our gifts that we 
are vitally concerned about the wel- 
fare of the men in the Norwegian 
Service, that we appreciate what 
they are doing in this struggle for 
human rights and liberty, that we 
are proud of their achievements?

Camrose Circuit Conducts Suc- 
cessful Sunday School Institute 

The Camrose Circuit sponsored a 
very successful Sunday Shool Insti¬ 
tute in Camrose, Nov. 15th. A very 
instructive and inspiring program 
was enjoyed by a host of visitors 
and Sunday school teachers. Pastor 
Kandal spoke on the co-operation be- 
tween the home and the Sunday 
school. Miss Sorhus gave a very in- 
teresting evaluation of the New Sun¬ 
day school books. Dinner was served 
at the Bible Institute to about Twen- 
ty-five teachers from outlying con- 
gregations. The afternoon session 
was held in the Bible School audi¬ 
torium. Mr. G. Loken presented a 
practical illustrated talk on how to 
get the pupils to learn their lessons.

OUT OF THE INFERNAL 

(From an editorial in the Oklahoma 
City “Oklahoman”) 
“Decidedly the most unpleasant 
reading of the year is supplied by 
Josef Terboven, Nazi commissioner 
to Norway, when he says: 

“It is a matter of indifference to 
Germany if some thousands or per- 
haps tens of thousands of Norwegian 
men, women and children starve and 
freeze to death during this war.” 

“.. . taken by itself this quoted 
paragraph is as brutal a statement 
as any that has ever appeared in the 
literature o»f the world. It reveals 
the complete indifference of a mighty 
nation to the freezing and starving 
of thousands or perhaps tens of 
thousands of helpless people, includ- 
ing women and children. 

“. . .Among the multiplied millions 
now living there are many who re- 
call the harrowing accounts of the 
atrocities of the unspeakable Turk, 
and who can recall a day when 
orators and poets were denouncing 
the bloody excesses of “Abdul the 
Damned.” But in the long record of 
Turkish atrocities there' is nothing 
that will match the sheer brutality 
of Terboven’s declaration concerning 
the proposed fate of the helpless 
people of Norway.” 


Another Recommended Book 

Young people will find much that 
is spiritually helpful in the new book 
by Dr. Tanner, “My Senior Confir- 
mation Book.” The title may suggest 
to some that it is a book only for the 
confirmation class, to be convenient- 
ly laid aside vrhen the day of confir¬ 
mation is past. Not so. It is a book 
to be used after that day as well. 
Because the discussion method is 
used, things are made clear and sim¬ 
ple that were often left hazy by the 
definitions (sometimes rather theo- 
logical) of Sverdrup’s Explanation. 
This does not mean that Tanner’s 
book omits concise statements of 
the truth. But these statements are 
explained in everyday language. This 
book may not take the place of the 
old Explanation, but it will be a val- 
uable supplement to it.

The Mission Box. 

The Mission Box department is 
the oldest department of the W.M.F. 
The idea of Mission Boxes originated 
with Mrs. Gusta va Kjelland who 
used them in the first mission so¬ 
ciety in Norway. 

They were introduced to the wo¬ 
men of the former United Lutheran 
Church by Mrs. T. H. Dahl. This was 
at an annual meeting of the church 
when a group of women became 
deeply concerned about how they 
could help the needs of the church. 
Upon Mrs. Dahl’s suggestion, it was 
decided to distribute Mission boxes 
in the Ladies’ Aids. This was before 
our Women’s Missionary Federation 
was organized. It may be said that 
the Mission Boxes were really the 
beginning of a united effort of the 
women for mission work and re- 
sulted in the organization of the 
W.M.F. 

The Mission Boxes have been in 
use in the W.M.F. since 1917. Its pur- 
pose is to aid the work of our church 
in foreign and home missions. The 
money collected is divided equally 
between these fields and the budget 
of the local congregations is credited. 

A Mission Box secretary should 
be appointed in every local Ladies’ 
Aid. The boxes used to be distributed 
in September and gathered the fol¬ 
lowing September, but this has been 
changed from Jaruary to January. 
This was changed because the 
Thankoffering and the Mission Box 
offering came so close together. As 
soon as yeu have had your Mission 
Box offering have your secretary re¬ 
port to the Circuit Mission Box sec¬ 
retary so that she can report to the 
district Mission Box secretary. 

If your Aid has not tried using 
these boxes, I urge you to try it this 
coming year and see if you won’t 
find that this is a much easier way 
of getting a good mission offering. 
Don’t you thirk we could spare 5 or 
2 cents a week for the Lord’s work 
in this way? I don’t think we should 
miss it in the least. If all of our 
members would do this we should be 
surprised to see what a nice sum it 
would amount to. 

1 Cor. 16, 2—“Upon the first day 
of the week, let everyone of you 
lay by him in store as God hath 
prospered him.” 

Let us as an army of Christian 
workers continue to support this de¬ 
partment. May God bless our efforts 
and may it all be done to His honor 
and glory.

Hanson New Executive 
Secretary 

According to the October 21 issue 
of Lutheran Herald, Dr. N. M. 
Ylvisaker has resigned from the 
position of Executive Secretary of 
the International YPLL, and Rev. 
Oscar C. Hanson has been elected by 
the Board of Directors to succeed 
him. 

Dr. Ylvisaker, who has held the 
position for the past twenty-two 
years, and to whom so very much of 
the credit is due — humanly speak- 
irg — for the progress in the young 
people’s work of our church, was a 
year ago granted a temporary leave 
of absence to supervise the spirit¬ 
ual work among the Lutheran men 
in the military forces of the United 
States. Since, to quote his letter of 
resignation, “there seems to be no 
present indication that we shall 
emerge from national emergency 
conditions in any near future,” he 
felt constrained to tender his resig- 
ration from the position of executive 
secretary. 

Rev. Hanson has been president 
of the International YPLL since 
1939. Of his election to the Office of 
executive secretary we read: “It had 
been previously agreed by the board 
that as many prospective cardidates 
for executive secretary as possible 
were to be suggested by each board 
member in writing. It was a tense 
moment in the board meeting when 
the slips were examined and it was 
found that every board member had 
written but one name — that of 
Rev. Oscar C. Hanson . . . The bal- 
loting had come about after much 
prayer and meditation by all, in- 
div dually and together. It was felt 
that this result was therefore a 
clear evidence of God’s leadirg in 
the matter.” He will terminate his 
work as pastor of Grace Lutheran 
congregation at Watertown, South 
Dakota on November 24. 

The office of president of the In¬ 
ternational YPLL will now be held 
by Rev. A. E. Hanson of Brookings, 
South Dakota, who was elected vice¬ 
president of the organization this 
summer. 

All three men involved in these 
important changes are fairly well- 
known to our Canadian Leaguers. 
Dr. Ylvisaker has made many visits 
in the capacity of his office as ex¬ 
ecutive secretary. His successor was 
one of the guest speakers at the 
Canadian Lutheran Youth Con¬ 
ference at Regina and the district 
convention at Calgary in 1940. The 
new president was guest speaker at 
the district convention at Weldon in 
1938. 

Even if these men were personal- 
ly known to none of us, we would 
still be interested in them because 
of their positions of leadership in 
our young people’s organization. 
But to this fact add the fact that 
they are personally known to many, 
ard it becomes evident that they 
will be remembered personally by 
many of the Canadian Leaguers in 
their intercesslons. And speaking 
for them — unofficially — this 
writer on their behalf exter.ds to 
each of these workers our sincere 
wish for God’s blessings upon their 
efforts.
